"Oh, ft was terrible- We 
couldn't stand fa, to see my 
people living like that, with- 
out education or hope, many 
of ihexn not even able to 
speak English, not 
knowing how to 
their children. 

"At Burnt Bridge there 
was no schoolteacher, so for 
those three months Miss 
Dixon and I took the chil- 
dren. We taught some of the 
adults, too. Sometimes J was 
left alone m charge. The 
poor souls looked up to me 
as if I was different, dif- 
ferent from thurut 

*' After we came back to 
La Perouwr, Miss Dixon got 
married and went away. I 
missed her so badly T I was a 
very lonely girl after die 



She developed the lifetime 
practice of long; exhausting 
(ours every morning of the 
whole settlement area, ill 
and out of the camps and 
humpies, even searching the 
bush, in case one of her 
people lay skk_ 

The red-headed* blue- 
eyed girl must have seemed 
like an angel to the people, 
and, incredibly, she was one 
of their own- Thp while 
police became Emma Jane'* 
friend*, and often called her 
in to help in some extremity. 

After two years, Miss 
Fame died. The police in- 
spector of the district, a 
kindly man, rode out to ask 
Emma Jane, il Do you want 
lo ,lh> hack home? Can you 
manage?" 

Fifteen - year - old Emma 
Jane believed that God had 
a mission for her. Of course 
she must slay. Two wonder- 
ful white people, the Cross- 
mans, offered her a home 
so thai she could go on with 
her work. 

She was not only her 
people* nurse but virtually 
their minister. One terrible 
night, a fireball struck ihe 
camp. Five people and five

was Athol Cailaghan, also 1ft 
and also part-white. 

Life was a battle, but the 
young couple spent most of 
iheir money tniying medi- 
cines for Emma Jane's sick- 
She went on with her work, 
just as she always had, as 
well as. caring for Athol 
and her own mowing family. 

Came ihe great influenza 
epidemic after World War 
I. The white people in the 
town succumbed first. 

Mrs- Cook remembers 
nursing the policeman and 
his wife and others.

But 
Miss Paine was continually 
ill, and ihe child Emma Jane 
had a hard apprenticeship, 

Bums were always a 
hazard in ihe crude settle- 
ment- Emma Jane soon hod 
to tend a tiny girl who fell 
(as so many did) into an 
open cooking-fire and was 
hideously burnt, ft was 34 
miles to the nearest doctor. 
There were no medicines or 
drugs- 
Emma Jane I earned by 
trial and error. She learned 
what she could from the 
women. She learned about 
birth by attending many. 
And die learned too much 
about death. 



dogs were struck, A woman 
and all the dogs were killed 
rmsiantty. The other Abo- 
rigines were lerribly burnt. 

Young Emma Jane was 
sen i for, and rode through 
the wild night in pouring 
rain, across the flooded 
creek, over dangerous un- 
made roads. 

AQ she could do for the 
burned was put ointment on 
their wounds to ease the 
pain. She had to burr the 
women that same night* hi 
a macabre scene. 

" m li was January, and we 
couldn't leave her/' she said. 
"We made a roffrn and dug 
thr grave. W« had to light 
fires all round the grave lo 
see what we were doing and 
try to protect them from 
the teeming rain.* 

Km ma Janes faith m a 
loving God was unassailable- 
She held meetings in bouses 
and hum pirn. She fought for 
years to get a church and 
hospital built, but she failed 
in both her dreams, 

Emma Jane was 16 when 



nursed ihetn all. Soon there 
was only one person on the 
reserve able to get about, 
and that was Emma Jane. 

She nursed everybody. 

u But not a soul ! tended 
died, I saw the hand of Cod 
in thaL When it was all over, 
I collapsed, but until then — 
no. I was never sick, I hadn't 
time to get *icb." 

After 25 years at Bell- 
brook, Emma "felt letT to 
go to Armidale. 

"I felt that 1 was making 
no headway," she said. "In 
all those years ihere was 
still no church for my 
people, no hospital. My hus- 
band had TB and I was sure 
J could nursr him. 

11 [ got a big lent from 
Exposals and camped for a 
time. 1 was sure that God 
had work for mr. It was 
only later that I heard an 
old nurse of 82 was praying 
for someone to come and 
take her place . . . 

'"The white people were 
all very jjood to me. I never 
met prejudice, you know. 



Then a house became avail- 
able- Wc were the first 
Aborigines to have a house 
in that area. 

"But when ii was offered, 
I kept saying to God, I 
don't know how Tm going 
to pay the rent!* Somehow 
the rent always caiur." 

Before very long, Emma 
Jane's house was an im- 
promptu hospital, where 
QOre again she nursed her 
people without reward. One 
day another remarkable 
woman, Dr, Ellen Rent- 
Hughes, came to the house, 
and came again and again. 

"Dr. Kmi-Hughets™ said 
Mrs. Cook, "needs a crown 
on her head. She still help* 
my peopie. 

"There's a fine hospital 
now, and one day not so 
long ago when I went back, 
•-iv look me up in the lift 
to show me my people bcin£ 
cared for in that hospital. 

"I can't find ihe words to 
speak of the work she did. 
She would go over to the 
reserve and tend ihe little 
ones. She would rome when- 
ever she was railed She was 
w humble/* 

After seven years, at 
Alhol's. request, the family 
moved back in thr part of 
the world where Emma Jane 
was born. They first built a 
humpy on the Land, then 
through the Homes Trust 
(predecessor of the Housing 
Commission) built the 
present house to plans pro- 
vided by Dr. Kent Hughes. 

Emma Jane carried cm 
with her work, caring for the 
sick, battling for the dole for 
Aborigines. 

*The Aborigines' Protec- 
tion Board was very good to 
us at this time " she said, 
Athol died in tn 
1945, Emma jane married 
an rx-RN man, Harry

When he died, in 1964, 
Mrs. Cook became an active 
member of the War Widows 
Guild, and was prrarnird tn 
Princess Marina as an out- 
standing pioneer woman. 

All but one of her chil- 
dren are living. Some of her

her house. One is a teacher 
at Jervis Bay ("teaching 
white as well as black") and 
another wants to be a nurse 
("like Gran 1 '). 

Going blind 

"Many of my people 
would tike to be nurses, 
especially in ihe country," 
she said. "I want to see them 
get the good training I never 
had" 

She still nurses. People 
still come looking for her sn 
emergencies, even though she 
will soon have to undergo a 
big operation, 11 1 am going 
blind," she told me calmly. 

She still fights for her 
people, "They must have 
rducatkm,™ sic said. "They 
say the dark, man is lazy, 
but be is made 1*iy, Take 
the lazy ones and teach them

'"They said it was the first 
time the VG had been 
forced out into the open, and 
ittai ihe hghiinj* finished in 
a win for the Allies." 

"This was the feeling not 
only among the Australian 
force but among ail the 
others, too. 

" f thought it was very in- 
teresting, coming fresh from 
some of the Australian head- 
lines about it. 

"It is funny how when 
yon get dose to anything 
that is happening the alarm 
tends to decrease, 

"The morale in ViEtnam 
is very high among the Aus- 
tralians and all other forces. 
There is no sense of defeat- 
ism about the war at all " 

Dixon, who is getting to 
he rather a war specialist, 
has turned to more peaceful 
subjects now.

"THE FORSYTE SAGA" 
[ABC-TV, Snadays, 
R_50 p-m.) is compulsive 
viewing for many people It 
h a beautiful production, but 
I don't like it. 

TV Forsytes behave so 
boldly and are so outspoken 
that they are simply not the 
characters drawn by Gals- 
worthy. 

Galsworthy's famous saga 
drat covered the Victorian 
era from 1886 into the 1920s 
is a depressing story. 

It tells the story of the 
rigid respectability of the 
times, a respectaliility that 
demanded hidden &vmg t 
mothered emotions, and 
rampant inhibitions as well 
as an exaggerated respect for 
fan*. if v and possessions. 

The demands of the Vic- 
torian era made many of the 
Saga's characters deeply un- 
happy > especially Soames and 
Irene, strahjatkeicd in a 
marriage in which good form 
even prohibited any honest 
discussion of their plight. 

Many of the passionate 
discussions between Soames 
and Irene, between Boxinney 
ami Irene never took place 
in the book. They were 
hinted at, their ramifications 
unknown, guessed at by the 
family, or constructed of 
hints, or by putting two and 
two together. 

It is the terrible fnistra^ 
ttons suffered in the Gals- 
worthy books, the complex 
characters that are moulded 
by the difficulties, and the 
inability to hreak through the 
Victorian strictures on be- 
haviour that make the Saga 
such a fascinating social 
study.

A trip across wild, arid 
Sinai, so little changed 
since biblical times 



MOSES climbed Mt Sinai on foot. 
Thirty-five centuries later I fol- 
lowed on camelbuck. For 90 minutes 
I roc ted and swayed up a rough 
track, perched atop AbduL The saddle 
was uncomfortable, there were no 
reins or stirrups and only a pommel 
to cling to. 

From time to time Abdul turned to peer 
at me, baring hit large yellow teeth flecked 
with green foam. I implored him to stop. 
If he didn't like the look of tnc, I certainly 
didn't like the look of him. But he plodded 
on, and as his Bedouin driver was lagging 
behind our caravan 1 just had to stay up. 

There is a Moslem saying that camels 
despise humans because only they know 
God's 919th name* I doubt if Abdul was 
that religious. At any raie t to forger my 
aches and pains I tried muttering the Ten 
Comniandments, 

Even when my came] at last stopped and T 
like a tripod, folded down to the ground, 
nearly throwing me off, 1 found there were 
jtill 700 rough steps to the top. 

Although pilgrims have been travelling 
to Sinai to see the places connected with 
events described in Genesis and Exodus for 
at least I GOO years, this wild, arid, and 
lonely region is hardly touched by tuurism. 
In fact, it is still undeveloped and cannot 
have changed much since Moses' time. The 
Egyptians* to whom the Sinai Peninsula 
belonged till it was occupied by Israel last 
June, had only organised tours for small 
groups. The individual traveller was dis- 
couraged, for U was considered a military 
region, 

I joined one of these expedition*. My 
seven companions belonged to almost as 
many nationalities, and their reasons for 
going ranged from mere curiosity to the 
pilgrimage of a Lifetime. I represented Brit- 
ain. Then there was a prim, elderly French- 
woman, a pleasant, fat German doctor and 
his wife, a ?f>y car-old Swiss who hated 
Germans, a Greek couple, and an Austrian 
girl. 

Except for the rather touchy old Swiss , 
wr all got on well together, making light of 
the hardships and laughing at each other's 
jokes even if in a language we didn't under- 
stand. Apart from Greek, I could com- 
municate with my companions. However, 
I often spoke to thr Austrian in French, 
which she didn't understand, or to Madem- 
oiselle Mar the in Geit mm, at whirh she 
looked blank. Luckily Dahaa, our young 
Egyptian guidc-cum-cook, was a linguist. 

The journey was quite an urdeaL We 
packed into two large cars whoie trunks 
were filled with spares and luggage and 
whose roofs were loaded with food. There 
are no shops in Sinai, no restaurants, and 
few settlements.

Hut 
hi those days pilgrims camped outside, only 
entering to worship at lite church and 
numerous chapel s, enter the tiny, venerable 
Chapel of the Burning Bush on bare feeL, 
and drink from the YVell of Moses, which 
is believed to be the spring at which Mosea 
watered his father-in-law s sheep before he 
heard God's voice in thc Burning Bush, 

Even today a shrub of the genma family 
is venerated nearby as being a descendant 
of the original Burning Bush. 

We were too tired to see thesr ihings 
then P Baliaa led us to die guest wing, where 
we were given tiny cell-like rooms with 
several beds, one chair, and a tin basin and 
jug. The only running water was a in 
the toilets on the lower floor. The only 
ladies' W.C had no lock. A notice warned 
goesLs not to waste water. 

Another notice forbade music in the mon- 
astery, dancing, indecent dress, or rowdiness. 
There was flick e ring electric light frnm the 
small generator given to the monks some 
years ago, and this went out at 9 p.m. 

But each room had a small oil lamp hung 
on the wall. One dressed by its dim- light 
if one decided to go Io the early service at 
3 a.m. after being awakened by thc monk 
rattling (he wooden dapper, which had 
been used for centuries to rouse the com- 
munity. 

It was so cold Lhat evening — the mon- 
astery had no kind of heating — that we 
implored Bahaa to gel blankets. After a 
time a black-robed monk camp alnog with 
an armful of brighL red covers, fwen so, 
despite piling my clothes on my bed — in 
any case ihe only plare to pui them — I 
found it hard to sleep. The mattress wasn'r 
exactly interior-sprung. It was filled with 
it raw and only about two inches thick, and 
1 could feel every one of the bedstead's 
iron slats. But then, of course, one doesn't 
expect comfort in a abcdi-ccntury monas- 
tery! 

Enormous meal 

After seeing the room, 1 wondered what 
kind of meal our young guide could serve 
up in thc dark kitchen, with its two tiny 
primus stoves. At 8 p.m. we sat dawn at the 
refectory's long wooden table, under Presi- 
dent Nasser's portrait The 16 monks — 
there used to be over one hundred — in 
Lheir ancient refectory eat beneath paintings 
of Christ and the saints. 

Surprisingly good soup soon warmed us 
up. Then came a large dish in which 
Bahaa, with the flirtatious Austrian girl's 
help, had tastefully arranged a great variety 
of vegetables cut into intricate shapes and 
mixed with ham, hard-boiled cgm, and 
salami. We tucked in hungrily. Eat it 
up/' advised Bahaa. 

Then he reappeared with a large dish 
of steaming cauliflower wiih cheese nauce. 
Wc tucked in again. But when he staggered 
in with a large dish of roast meal and 
potato puree we gasped. "We can't eat all 
that, too/' we pTOieMed. 

Then came fruit salad and finally coffee. 
How he did it — and every meal during 
our two days ihere was just as good and 
plentiful — I don't know. We even had four- 
o'clock tea with pttitt fonts and plum 
cake! 

We were making jokes about how late 
we would sleep next morning, when Bahaa 
popped in again. 'Tomorrow?" he said. 
"I wake you at 7 a.m., breakfast 7,30, and 
all on camels at 8/MJ."

"fHE DESERT, on a cattle station north of Perth, is 
about ten miles long and two miles wide, Mr. 
Robertson, of Morley, WA, who took these pictures, 
is an English migrant who came to Australia ten years 
ago- He saw the limestone outcrops from a hilltop 
when he was exploring during a fishing trip up the 
toast and decided to investigate further with his 
camera. Hrs four-wheel-drive vehicle took him along 
old Army sand tracks, then over scrub country to 
regions of pillars and wind-blown sand, looking in 



parts like the ruins of ancient cities. Two people have 
scrawled on rocks saying they "discovered" the desert 
five and ten years ago respectively, but a local station- 
hand has known it far 40 years. Recently the Notional 
Trust of Australia, WA, became interested: two 
members visited the area and recommended that, far its 
protection, it should be proclaimed on A-class reserve. 
The Pinnacles Desert adjoins Nambung National Park, 
and the extension of the park boundaries to include it 
has been proposed to the WA National Parks Board.

TAKE A LEAF OUT 
OF HIS BOOK . . . 

• "And they did beat the gold into fine plate*" — (Exodus). 
So goes the quotation, taken from the Bible, and used as 
a "iMlio" on hh notepaper by Mr, B. Stagg, of Mur- 
rumbecua, Victoria, who claims to be the only man u faci urer 
of gold leaf in the Southern Hemisphere. 

Now. about 2000 years later, he is still using the same 
method lo produce gold leaf — beating the gold by hand. 

The actual beating process takes 2fl hours, owing which 
time mallets of evcr-increasMur size (she final one weighs 
I5\b t ) are used. 

To prepare it for the beating stage, granulated 24- 
cajmt gold is alloyed (melted and mixed with copper and 
silver, reducing it to 23 carat*) and cast as small ingots. 

The ingots are pressed in heavy rollers until they we 
l/IO00in. thick, and in strip* about 20iu. long. 

These strips, cut into sections approxunately 1 in. by 2m, 
are placed between fine sheets of animal lain and then 
encased in an envelope of thick ihcepdun parchment 

Placed on a solid pillar of granite, the top of which has 
been bulled smooth, the envelope of alternate layers of 
skin and gold is continually turned by one hand while 
it is being beaten by the other. 

Mr. Stagg employs three girls to cut the final sheets of 
gold leaf and mount ihcm in booklets. 

The leaf is handled with wooden tongs and shaped with 
a template edged wiih cane cutters. It » so lights the 
only way to smooth it out ou the sheets of (issue paper 
(which make the leaves of the book) is to blow on it. 

Everyday users of gold leaf include monumental masons, 
bookbinders, and sign writer*.

Dr, Balsam also urges moderation in 
drinking, and warns against "getting 
involved with marihuana LSD, and the 
amphetamines, erroneously think itig 
rhey will alleviate loneliness." They 
may alleviate it temporarily, but during 
ihe after-effect the fr cling of loneli- 
ness will he intensified.

Suppose she's staying at a hostel 
for women only. The .tjregarious girl will 
instinctively move to the places where 
she ran meet people — the coffee shop, 
the sun deck, the .swimming-poo) — ■ 
while the loner will probably slay in 
her room, wiuting for someone to knock 
on her door, watting for other people 
to make a special effort to draw her 
out. 

In a big city people are not going 
to make litis effort, and the sooner a 
girl accepts this the sooner she will 
iearn to make the effort herself, The 
opportunity for reaching oilier* is there.

Boil 
rapidly until mixture registers 240 degrees on sweets 
thermorneier, or small amount of syrup dropped into cold 
water forms loft hall. Cool slightly. Beat in sifted icing 
sugar until mixture is a thick coating consistency— it 
should be slightly warm.

These am a soft, pale green in 
summer a spectacular gold in autumn. 

Tree forms vary, but most are slender, 
upright 20-3 0ft, with a few semi-lateral 
base branches. Occasional old specimens 
range from 50 to 1 00ft. Slow- growing. 

LAGERSTROMIA (crepe myrtle)- 
Usually grown as a flowering shrub, but 
the autumn foliage colors attractively, 
and they can be grown as small trees. L.

PRUNUS CAMPANULATA. A 
quick-growing, upright flowering cherry 
with pendant clusters of reddish -purple r 
bell- like flowers in August, foliage bronze 
in autumn. Best in mild climates. 

PRUNUS SERRU1ATA (Japanese 
flowering cherry). Attractive, small, 
spreading trees with beautiful spring 
blossom; foliage gold/bronie in autumn. 
Best in cool districts. 

FOR LARGER GARDENS 
LIQU ID AMfl AR. Tall inverted-cone 
shape vuith handsome maple-like green 
foliage turning in autumn through every 
shade from pale gold to deep purple. 
Average sire 30 to 4fltt. high, 12 to 
15ft across at the base; low branching. 

LWIODENDKON (tulip tree). 
Handsome* broabVlohed leaves about 6in.

METASEQUOIA (dawn redwood).

Expected height 50 to 
100ft., conical, about 1 5ft. across at 
base Grows 4 to 5ft. a year in good, 
mom soil. Suited to temperate areas,

or silver poplar have beautiful summer 
and autumn foliage, but have greedy 
roots and sucker freely.

QUERCUS (oak). Both the spreading 
Q, robur, or English oak, and the more 
upright Q. palustris, or pin oak, have 
beautiful, cool green summer foliage* 
and the pin oak especially is colorful 
in autumn.
